and J. D. Padgitt and Sarah Pad­ 
gitt. 
Attracted 
by

northward of the Houston & Tex­ 
as Central Railroad, 
Mr. Padgitt 
opened a saddlery store and har­ 
ness store in Bryan in 1867, at 
the age of 21 years. 
Two years 
later he was joined by his broth­ 
er, W. C. Padgitt. 
As the Central 
continued to advance north, Mr. 
Padgitt moved to Calvert, leaving 
his brother in charge of the store 
the road as it was built to Kosse, 
in Bryan. 
Mr. Padgitt followed 
Groesbeck, and Corsicana. In 1872 
he disposed of his interests in Cor­ 
sicana to another brother, J. D. 
Padgitt, coming to Waco in that 
year. 
Being the oldest boy, he 
brought his orphaned sister, the 
youngest 
of the four 
children, 
with him to Waco. 
TV) Mr. Padgitt belonged the 
rare distinction o f being one of 
the few men in Waco to found a 
business here 
more than a half 
century ago. 
His chief pleasure in life was 
his love for hunting and it was 
his custom for many years to hunt 
in the Big Thicket 
country of 
Texas annually. 
He had a varied 
collection of trophies of the chase, 
including bearskin rugs, deer heads 
and buffalo horns.

(Continued ifforn Page I) 
Battle o f Marathon, which occur­ 
red 2,400 years ago and broke for­
